Aetna, CVS 
Could Sign 
Deal In Days 


Acquisition Likely To 
Face Little Resistance

An acquisition of Aetna Inc. by CVS 
Health Corp. may meet little resistance from 
federal regulators under the Trump adminis- 
tration, speeding the deal toward comple- 
tion, two analysts say. 

A deal between Aetna and CVS could be 
announced within days, Dow Jones is 
reporting. 

Aetna may have to divest itself of $7.7 
million in Medicare Part D customers to 
avoid federal antitrust concerns, Ana Gupte, 
an analyst at Leerink, said Tuesday. 

However, that would reduce the number 
of Aetna members steered to CVS stores and 
a loss in earnings at the pharmacy benefit 
management and retail businesses, she said 
in a note to investors. 

Observers, pointing to the announcement 
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
